THE  Zeckwer'Hahn  Philadelphia  Musical  Academy,  one  of 
the  oldest  Schools  of  Music  in  the  United  States,  is  an  in- 
corporated institution,  chartered  by  the  State  of  Pennsylvania 
for  the  purpose  of  giving  instruction  in  Music  and  Allied  Arts.  It 
is  an  institutional  member  of  the  National  Association  of  Schools 
of  Music. 

COURSES  OF  STUDY 

All  students  entering  the  Philadelphia  Musical  Academy  are 
classified  as  follows: 

A.  Full  Course  Students:  Those  who  are  candidates  for  the 
Degree  of  Bachelor  of  Music,  Teacher's  Certificate,  and  Artist 
Diploma. 

B.  Special  Students:  Those  who  are  candidates  for  Theory 
Diploma,  or  Certificates  of  Proficiency  in  Voice,  Violin,  or  Piano; 
those  who  are  taking  special  courses  for  credits  in  applied  or 
theoretical  subjects;  and  students  on  part  time  in  advanced  grades 
of  applied  music. 

C.  Preparatory  Students:  The  Elementary  Departments — 
that  is,  Grades  1  and  2  in  the  instrumental  courses. 

Degree  Courses  are  designed  for  serious  students  of  music, 
either  professional  or  amateur — those  who  desire  to  carry  their 
development  to  the  highest  point  of  proficiency  both  as  performers 
and  teachers. 

Primarily  they  are  for  those  who  have  passed  through  the  Con- 
servatory  Department.  However,  students  from  private  teachers 
or  other  Schools,  who  can  demonstrate  at  examinations  their  abil' 
ity  to  pass  entrance  requirements,  are  admitted  to  these  courses, 
and  after  onchalf  semester  may,  if  they  so  desire,  apply  for  ad- 


vanced  standing  in  any  subject.  (See  note  on  Advanced 
Standing.) 

The  course  leading  to  a  Degree  of  Bachelor  of  Music,  with 
major  in  Piano,  Violin,  etc.,  is  designed  to  cover  approximately 
four  years  of  intensive  application,  not  only  in  obtaining  the  high- 
est  degree  of  technical  proficiency,  but  also  in  mastering  the  tech' 
nical  and  esthetic  principles  of  the  Art. 

Cultural  subjects,  such  as  English,  History,  and  Languages  of 
collegiate  grading,  are  required.  Other  subjects  to  make  up  a 
minimum  of  eighteen  units  of  credit  may  be  elected  from  subjects 
given  in  the  Academic  Courses  at  the  University  of  Pennsylvania, 
Bryn  Mawr  College,  or  elsewhere. 

The  candidate  for  entrance  must  show  High  School  Diploma, 
or  its  equivalent,  but  may  be  admitted  on  "condition,"  to  be 
worked  off  during  the  first  year. 

In  Organ,  the  course  is  the  same  as  Piano,  with  the  excep' 
tion  of  Normal  Training.  In  this  case  the  candidate  must  take  as 
a  requirement  enough  Semester  credits  in  Free  Improvisation  or 
Extempore  Playing  to  make  up  a  total  of  120  units. 

A  minimum  of  120  semester  hours  is  required  in  the  Bachelor 
of  Music  Courses. 

Note:  To  secure  6  credits  per  semester  on  major  subject, 
student  must  have  at  least  two  lessons  a  week,  and  give  a  mini' 
mum  of  18  hours  preparation. 

The  Degree  of  Master  of  Music  is  granted  to  those  holding  the 
Degree  of  Bachelor  of  Music  from  this,  or  any  other  School  ap' 
proved  by  the  National  Association  of  Schools  of  Music  and 
Allied  Arts,  who  have  completed  two  years  of  intensive  study  in 
their  subject  and  are  able  to  demonstrate  before  a  Faculty  Council 
postgraduate  work  of  special  merit. 

The  Degree  of  Doctor  of  Music  is  conferred  only  upon  musi' 
sions  of  special  eminence  and  is  an  Honorary  Degree. 

Note:  Advanced  Standing — Credits  for  advanced  standing  in 
Degree  Courses  in  theoretical  and  academic  subjects  are  accepted 
without  examination  from  Schools  affiliated  with  the  National 
Association  of  Schools  of  Music.  In  the  major  subject,  advanced 
standing  is  granted  only  upon  examination  and  recommendation 
by  Faculty  Council.  All  work  in  Theory  and  Academics  may 
be  credited  in  advance  of  instrumental  credits. 


The  Conservatory  Department 

Students  of  music  who  have  reached  a  certain  degree  of  pro- 
ficiency  may  enter  the  Conservatory  Department,  upon  examina- 
tion, without  going  through  the  preliminary  work  in  the  Pre- 
paratory  Department.  It  is  expected,  although  not  obligatory, 
that  all  students  in  this  Department  begin  the  study  of  music 
along  broader  lines.  Elementary  Harmony,  Aural  Theory  and 
the  outlines  of  Musical  History  are  necessary  to  all  who  expect  to 
be  either  intelligent  performers  or  auditors.  The  function  of  a 
School  is  to  inculcate  in  its  pupils  not  only  correct  technical  prin- 
ciples, but  a  love  for,  and  appreciation  of,  the  art  in  its  broadest 
sense. 

The  Conservatory  Department  is  divided  into  four  Grades, 
which  approximate  roughly  four  years  of  study  under  average 
conditions.  The  Main  School  includes  Grades  III  and  IV,  and 
the  Advanced  School,  Grades  V  and  VI.  The  same  rule  for 
passing  from  Grade  to  Grade  applies  in  this  Department  as  stated 
for  the  Preparatory  Department. 

The  Preparatory  Department 

The  Preparatory  Department  is  divided  into  two  Grades.  Pupils 
pass  from  Grade  to  Grade  by  examinations. 

T^ormal  Department 

Students  in  the  Fifth  Grade  Piano  or  Violin,  may,  upon  recom- 
mendation of  the  teacher,  take  normal  training. 

The  Normal  Department  includes  Teacher's  Certificate  for 
Piano  and  Violin.  These  courses  are  designed  to  train  students 
in  the  art  of  teaching,  according  to  the  best  pedagogical  principles. 
Teaching  material  i6  graded  and  systematized  and  methods  of 
presentation  carefully  studied  and  analyzed. 


Artist  Diploma 

The  Artist  Diploma  is  granted  to  students  completing  the  four' 
year  Degree  Course  without  academic,  pedagogical  and  certain 
theoretical  credits,  with  the  addition  of  four  extra  semester  hours 
on  the  major  subject. 

Note:  Any  student  who  has  received  the  Artist  Diploma, 
upon  completion  of  the  course  in  Normal  Training  and  Theory, 
and  presenting  a  Certificate  showing  a  minimum  of  eighteen  Col' 
lege  Credits,  may  receive  the  Degree  of  Bachelor  of  Music. 

Certificate  of  Proficiency 

A  Certificate  is  awarded  to  students  in  Organ,  Piano,  Violin, 
Voice  and  Violoncello,  who  are  able  to  do  advanced  work  in  the 
major  subject  and  in  addition  have  had  four  Semesters  of  in' 
struction  prior  to  final  examination  at  the  Academy  and  fulfilled 
the  requirements  as  set  forth. 

Examinations 

Grade  examinations  are  held  in  January  and  May,  and  should 
include  all  pupils  of  the  School.  Those  pupils  who  do  not  dc 
sire  to  be  examined  by  the  Examining  Committee  shall  be  graded 
by  the  teacher  only  for  record  in  the  Office — these  pupils,  how 
ever,  may  not  obtain  credit  for  work  done  in  the  School. 

The  Examining  Committee  shall  consist  of  not  less  than  three 
members  of  the  Faculty.

Requirements  for  Teacher  Certificate 

Grade  8  Piano  without  recital 

Two  years  each  of  Harmony,  Solfege,  Keyboard  Harmony, 
History. 

One  year  of  Ensemble,  8'Hands  Piano  or  Orchestra,  etc. 

Two    years   with    Normal    Training    teacher,    including    practice 
teaching. 

Note:  Practice  teaching  should  be  recorded  and  certificate 
withheld  until  at  least  30  hours  work  is  completed.  The  office 
should  make  use  of  second  year  students  for  substitutes.  Outside 
teaching  may  be  credited  but  "observing"  in  class  should  only 
receive  Yl  credit. 

No  student  should  receive  Teacher's  Certificate  who  has  not 
received  Certificate  of  Proficiency  in  Piano  playing  or  passed 
equivalent  examination.  It  should  not  be  necessary  for  the  Nor' 
mal  Student  to  pass  Junior  Year  examinations  before  receiving 
certificate. 

Normal  class  students  may  enter  at  any  time,  but  may  not 
graduate  until  all  requirements  have  been  completed. 

Requirements  for  Certificate  of  Proficiency 

Harmony,   Solfege,  History,   Ensemble    (Symphony,   Piano 
Ensemble,  Orchestra  or  Chamber  Music),  1  year  each. 

Piano  work  to  be  Grade  8  or  Sophomore  Year  of  Artist  and 
Degree  Course,  viz.: 

Bach,  3  part  Inventions,  at  least  2  Preludes  and  Fuguea 
from  the  "Well  Tempered  Clavichord"  and  a  Suite. 

Beethoven,  Sonatas,  Op.  2,  14,  10  or  26. 

Liszt,  Liebestraum  or  transcriptions. 

Schubert,  Impromptus. 
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Chopin,  Polonaise  A  or  Ct  minor,  Valse,   Nocturne, 
Mazurka. 

Schumann,  Novelette,  Fantasie  Stucke,  Nocturne  F. 

MacDowell,  Franck,  Debussy  or  other  modern  works. 

A  recital  to  be  given  of  music  selected  from  the  above,  this  to 
include  a  complete  Beethoven  Sonata. 

To  pass  a  sight-reading  test  of  Grade  6  material  and  to  play 
upon  request  for  examination  any  scales  and  arpeggios,  major  or 
minor,  in  various  positions  at  a  moderately  fast  tempo. 

The  pupil  receiving  a  "Certificate  of  Proficiency"  is  not  a 
"graduate"  in  any  sense  of  the  word,  nor  does  he  receive  an  en- 
dorsement.  It  certifies  that  the  student  is  proficient  in  his  chosen 
instrument  beyond  the  preparatory  grades  and  is  advanced  toward 
becoming  a  pianist  in  the  larger  sense.  It  also  credits  the  student 
with  a  knowledge  of  elementary  Theory  and  History. 

Requirements  for  Artist  Diploma 

Passing  Grade  of  80  in  both  9th  and  10th  Grades 
in  Major  Subjects 

Harmony,  Solfege,  History,  Keyboard  Harmony,  Ensemble 
(Criticism  Classes  Elective),  2  years  of  each. 

Piano  work  to  be  same  as  Grade  10  with  the  addition  of  play 
ing  with  orchestra  a  concerto  of  major  difficulty  at  a  school  con- 
cert some  time  during  the  season. 

The  examining  jury  to  hear  the  recital  of  the  candidate  as  final 
examination. 

Candidate  must  have  passed  examinations  in  previous  grades. 
Advanced  standing  can  only  be  granted  to  those  who  can  dem' 
onstrate  on  examination  that  they  have  studied  the  material  re' 
quired  in  the  first  three  years  of  the  course. 
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VIOLIN 

Requirements  for  Certificate  of  Proficiency 

Harmony,  Solfege,  History,  Ensemble,  either  Orchestra  or 
Chamber  Music,  one  year  each. 
Grade  8  Examination  and  Recital,  either  with  pianist  or  vocalist 
or  alone. 

Requirements  for  Teacher  Certificate 

Grade  8  Violin  work,  without  recital. 

Two  years  each  of  Harmony,  Solfege,  History. 

One  year  Ensemble  or  Orchestra. 

Two  years  with  Normal  Training  Teacher,  including  practice 
teaching. 

N.  B. — Practice  teaching  must  be  recorded  as  in  Piano  Cer- 
tificate. 

Normal  Class  students  may  enter  at  any  time,  but  may  not 
graduate  until  all  requirements  have  been  fulfilled. 

Requirements  for  Artist  Diploma 

Passing  Grade  of  80  in  both  9th  and  10th  Grades 
in  Major  Subject. 

Harmony,  Solfege,  History,  two  years  each. 
Ensemble,  one  year. 
Orchestra,  one  year. 

Violin  work  to  be  same  as  Grade  10,  with  the  addition  of  play 
ing  with  orchestra  a  concerto  of  major  difficulty  at  a  school  con' 
cert  some  time  during  the  season. 

The  Examining  Jury  to  hear  the  recital  of  the  candidate  as  final 
examination. 

Candidate  must  have  passed  examinations  in  previous  grades. 
Advanced  standing  can  only  be  granted  to  those  who  can  demon' 
strate  on  examination  that  they  have  studied  the  material  required 
in  the  first  three  years  of  the  course.

Certificate  of  Proficiency — Grade  7  requirements  in  second' 
ary  subjects,  and  Grade  8  in  major,  with  second  semester 
recital  before  jury  of  the  Faculty. 

Teacher  Certificate — Grade  9  requirements  in  secondary  sub' 
jects.  Electives  to  include  courses  in  Psychology  and  Peda' 
gogy.  Thirty  hours  of  practice  teaching  under  supervisor. 
Grade  8  requirements  in  major  subject. 

Artist  Diploma — Grade  10  in  major  subject  and  all  secondary 
subjects  except  electives  in  Grades  9  and  10.  Passing  mark 
in  last  two  grades  to  be  80  in  major  subject.
